Plans for the fair, which was sched- 
uled for the first week in October, 
will be carried over until next year.

: DEATH TOLL HIGHER 
THAN PREDICTED

Lator Day Holiday death ton 
to seven in the state, one 
mere fatality than had been predicted 
by the Mississippi Highway Safety Pa- 
trol at the start of the lorg week end. 
An unofficial traffic summary for 
j the Labor Day period, prepared by the 
olfice of Commissioner of Public Safety 
T, B. Birdsong, just after midnight 
Monday, showed 71 accidents having 
been investigated by state 
patrolmen, who kept around-the-clock 
surveillance of Mississippi highways 
in an attempt to check the tragic holi- 
day massacre. 

When final reports are tabulated, this 
‘accident figure will probably climb. 
! As a result of the 71 accidents re- 
so far, 46 persons are known 
have been injured, in addition to 
seven known dead. 
However, this tragic accident toll 
‘could have been prevented if the holi- 
day motorist had only observed good 
habits, according Colonel

“Unless the individual motorist heeds 
safety warnings and drives carefully— 
hke any good citizen of the highway 
ıshould—-accidents are inevitable. The 
‘slaughter on our highways this 
Labor Day Weekend was unnecessary 
‘and would not have occurred 
motorist had observed the safety slo- 
gan now being used by Mississippi and

! Live’, Colonel Birdsong reminds. 

Property damage as a result of holi- 
day accidents will possibly climb into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars when 
ithe final count taken. And, of 
‘course, the loss in life cannot be meas- 
“ured dollars and cents. 

“Truly, ıt can be said that Labor 
Day, 1954, was costly here in Missi3- 
sippi,” Colonel Birdsong said, adding 
that “accidents are preventable and the
